The  Treasurer’s  report  was  given  with  a  balance 
of  $6,758.28  in  the  general  fund  and  $1,418.60  in  the  ICTA  fund.  Gordon 
moved  that  it  be  accepted,  Denny  Ross  seconded  and  the  Treasurer’s  report 
was  approved.  The  mailing  status  for  The  Collector  was  discussed.  Denny 
will  take  the  final  paperwork  to  the  Post  Office  after  receiving  a  copy  of  the 
charter  from  Bev  Ashton.  There  was  discussion  on  The  Collector.  The  price 
has  increased  because  of  the  cost  of  paper  &  larger  issues  with  more  ads. 
Denny  has  received  letters  of  praise  on  the  new  format.  A  big  thanks  was 
given  to  Denny  for  all  his  hard  work.  A  question  was  brought  up  on 
whether  we  should  cut  back  on  the  extra  issues  to  save  on  some  money. 
After  discussion  it  was  decided  that  we  should  stay  at  the  50  extra  copies. 
The  upcoming  INA  Convention  in  October  was  discussed.  There  is  still 
construction  going  on  at  the  hotel.  This  is  to  be  held  at  King's  Pointc  in 
Storm  Lake.  The  Phone  number  for  reservations  is  (712)  231-4500. 

Bev  brought  up  the  INA  Numismatist  of  the  Year  Award.  We  will  need  the 
ballots  back  before  the  convention  in  time  for  Bev  to  get  the  plaque 
engraved.  Denny  presented  a  budget  from  the  Ottumwa  Coin  Club  for  the 
2008  INA  Convention.  It  is  set  for  Oet.  11-12,  2008  at  the  Bridge  view 
Event  Center  in  Ottumwa.  The  budget  was  showing  an  approximate  cost  of 
$3,280.00.  The  cost  for  the  Secretary’s  room  needed  to  be  added  to  the 
budget.  Sam  Ashton  made  a  motion  we  accept  the  budget,  Tom  Robertson 
seconded  and  the  motion  was  passed.  Sam  passed  out  copies  of  the 
reworked  Convention  Manual  Mike  Scacci  had  worked  on.  Everyone  needs 
to  look  this  over  and  we  will  discuss  this  at  the  next  meeting.  Earl  Peterson 
announced  that  he  would  be  getting  out  of  the  coin  business.  Chris 
Seuntjens  will  be  handling  auctions  for  the  business.  Earl  will  be  serving 
out  his  term  as  INA  Director.  The  INA  received  a  book  on  Obsolete  Paper 
Money  (  along  with  lots  of  other  ANA  Clubs)  by  just  sending  in  a  request 
for  the  book.  After  much  discussion  Sam  made  a  motion  that  we  give  it  to 
the  Storm  Lake  Club,  Ron  Burns  seconded  and  it  passed. 

Tom  Robertson  made  a  suggestion  that  Directors  should  go  to  local 
libraries  and  see  if  they  would  like  to  sign  up  for  INA  and  get  on  The 
Collector  mailing  list.  Gordon  made  a  motion  that  we  adjourn,  Chris 
seconded  and  we  adjourned.

GOLD  COINAGE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 

By:  Rev.  Frank  H.  Greteman 


Gold  is  probably  the  earliest  known  and  the  most  beautiful  of  all  metallic 
substances  used  in  the  minting  of  coins.  It  is  an  ideal  medium  for  coins  of 
value,  being  highly  ductile  and  malleable,  rustless  and  untarnishable  by 
water  and  acids.  Pure  gold  is  to  soft  for  the  rough  usage  to  which  coins  are 
subject,  and  therefore  is  alloyed  with  copper. 

Gold  is  most  common  to  most  nations  as  a  standard  of  measurement  of  all 
other  values.  Although  it  is  no  longer  used  for  actual  coinage  in  the  U.S., 
it  continues  to  serve  as  a  yardstick  of  money  values,  and  our  gold  reserve 
backs  up  our  token  or  representative  money.  Since  1933  it  has  been  stored 
in  bullion  form — gold  bricks,  as  they  are  called— -thus  saving  the  expense 
of  coinage. 

On  March  16  of  that  year  (1933)  a  Presidential  order  was  issued  by 
President  Roosevelt  discontinuing  U.S.  gold  coinage,  removing  also  gold 
coinage  from  circulation,  making  it  compulsory  to  turn  all  such  coins  to  the 
treasury,  prohibiting  all  private  hoarding  of  gold,  and  discontinuing  free 
domestic  gold  markets.  The  order  further  prohibited  banks  from  paying  out 
gold  or  gold  certificates  without  permission  from  the  Treasury,  so  that  all 
gold  currency  could  be  kept  for  reserve  purposes.  To  ensure  the  same 
objective,  the  order  provided  that  all  gold  imports  and  newly  mined 
domestic  gold  must  be  sold  to  the  Treasury.  There  were  a  few  exceptions, 
chiefly  for  coin  collectors  and  industrial  users  of  gold.  The  order 
specifically  allowed  coin  collectors  and  the  trade  to  continue  buying, 
selling  and  exchanging  gold  coins.  Some  of  these  restrictions  were 
removed  in  1969. 

THE  GOLD  ONE  DOLLAR  PIECES 

The  gold  dollars  ( 1 849-1889)  were 
authorized  by  the  Act  of  March  3, 

1 849  and  were  the  consequence  of 
the  discovery  of  gold  in  California. 

They  consist  of  the  following.

They  w  ere  struck  at  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina 
and  Dahlongea,  Georgia. 


Type  one  is  the  smallest  of  the  series.  It  is  variously  known  as  the  small 
size  type.  Liberty  Head  type  or  Cornet  Head  type.  It  has  two  types  of 
reverses — the  open  wreath  and  the  closed  wreath. 

Type  II.  In  1854  the  dollar  was  redesigned  with  a  larger  diameter  and 
thinned  out  as  well,  to  keep  the  weight  unchanged.  Liberty  received  a 
feathered  crown,  so  this  second  type  is  known  as  Feathered  Head-Dress  or 
the  large  type. 

Type  III.  In  1 856  the  head  was  slightly  enlarged,  giving  rise  to  a  third  type. 
This  design  continued  until  the  end  of  coinage  in  1889. 


HIE  QUARTER  EAGLE  ($2.50)  GOLD  PIECES 


The  Quarter  Eagle  ( 1796-1929)  was 
authorized  by  the  Act  of.  1792. 
These  types  were  struck.

THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD  ($3.00)  GOLD  PIECES 


The  Three  Dollar  gold  coin  was 
authorized  by  the  Act  of  February 
21,  1853  and  first  issued  in  1854. 


Like  the  silver  three-cent  piece  it  was  intended  mainly  for  buying  three- 
cent  stamps.  Neither  coin  received  popular  acceptance  and  a  change  in 
postal  rates  brought  about  the  disappearance  of  both  coins. 

During  the  period  of  issue  (1854-1889),  with  the  exception  ol  the  1873 
dated  coin,  there  was  only  one  type.  On  the  obverse  an  Indian  Princess  with 
a  feathered  crow.  The  word  Liberty  appears  on  the  crown.  The  icveise 
features  a  wreath  of  tobacco,  wheat,  corn  and  cotton.  I  he  value  and  date 
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are  inside  the  Wreath  on  the  reverse.  The  I 873  dated  three  dollar  gold  piece 
featured  either  an  open  or  closed  wreath  on  the  reverse. 

Proof  only  issues  were  struck  in  1 875  and  1876. 

The  1854  three  dollar  gold  coins  were  struck  at  Philadelphia,  Dahlongea 
and  New  Orleans.  The  following  dates  were  struck  at  San  Francisco  as  well 
as  Philadelphia;  1855  S,  1856  S,  1860  S  and  1870.  All  other  dates  were 
struck  at  Philadelphia  (1854-1889).  The  1870  S  is  considered  unique  as 
there  is  only  one  known. 


FOUR  DOLLAR  GOLD  “STELLA” 


Available  as  a  pattern  piece  the  Four  Dollar  “Stella”  was  never  struck  for 
circulation  as  a  monetary  issue.  The  flowing  hair  w  as  designed  by  Charles 
E.  Barber  and  the  coiled  hair  was  designed  by  George  T.  Morgan. 
Considered  one  of  the  most  beautiful  gold  coins,  the  Four  Dollar  “Stella” 
is  highly  sought  after  by  advanced  collectors. 


THE  HALF  EAGLE  ($5.00)  GOLD  PIECE 


The  Half  Eagle  (S5.00)  gold  pieces 
were  minted  from  1795  to  1929  and 
like  the  Quarter  Eagles  were 
authorized  by  the  Act  of  April  2, 
1792.

The  1  795-1  798  issues  of  the  Capped  Bust  five  dollar  gold  pieces  came  with 
a  small  eagle  or  a  large  Heraldic  eagle  on  the  reverse.  In  1 807  the  Capped 
Bust  type  made  its  appearance  with  Liberty  facing  right.  The  value  (5  D.) 
was  added  to  the  bottom  of  the  reverse.  In  1829  the  diameter  of  the  five 
dollar  gold  piece  was  reduced  from  25mm  to  23.8mm.  In  1866  the  motto 
IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  artfully  placed  on  a  ribbon  above  the  eagle,  on 
the  reverse. 

The  Indian  Head  was  the  last  half  eagle  issued  (1908-1929).  Like  the 
quarter  eagle,  of  the  same  period,  it  is  an  incuse  coin  designed  by  Bela 
Lyons  Pratt. 


THE  EAGLE  ($10.00)  GOLD  PIECE 

The  $10.00  gold  coin,  authorized 
the  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  was  f 
issued  in  1795  and  ended  in  1933. 

The  following  types  were  struck 


Capped  Bust  Right,  Small  Eagle . 1795-1797 

Capped  Bust  Right.  Heraldic  Eagle . 1797-1804 

Cornet  Type,  No  Motto  Above  Eagle . 1838-1866 

Comet  Type,  Motto  Above  Eagle . 1866-1907 

Indian  Head  Type . 1907-1933 


Like  the  half  eagles  of  the  same  years,  the  earliest  Capped  Bust  style  has 
two  reverses,  the  small  eagle  and  large  eagle,  and  is  similar  in  other 
respects  too.  No  Eagle  coins  were  issued  from  1805-1837.  apparently 
because  of  the  heavy  drain  on  gold  tor  export.  In  1 838  the  first  C  ornet  type 
(Liberty  facing  left)  was  issued.  There  are  several  variations  of  these,  e.g. 
with  and  without  moto,  etc. 

The  Indian  Head  type,  designed  by  the  famous  sculptor,  Augustus  Saint 
(iaudens  and  first  issued  in  1907,  is  one  ot  the  most  beautiful  examples  of

American  coinage.  The  1907  issues  have  several  kinds  of  edges.  Again 
there  are  several  varieties,  with  and  without  mottos  etc. 

THE  DOUBLE  EAGLE  ($20.00)  GOLD  PIECES 

The  $20.00  coin  was  authorized  by  the 
Act  of  March  3,  1849  and  was  first 
issued  that  year,  thanks  to  a  heavy 
influx  of  gold  from  California. 

The  following  types  were  struck. 


Cornet  Type,  Without  Motto . 1849-1866 

Cornet  Type,  Motto  Above  Eagle . i  866- 1907 

Saint  Gaudens  Type . 1907-1933 


The  1849  dated  double  eagle  was  struck  as  a  pattern  and  reposes  in  the 
Smithsonian.  The  1861  and  1861  S  designed  by  A.C.  Paquet  are  notable 
rarities.  On  this  type  the  value  appears  on  the  reverse  as  TWENTY  D. 
beginning  with  the  1866  issue  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  placed  in  a 
ribbon  above  the  eagle. 

The  Liberty  Standing  double  eagle.  Designed  by  Augustus  Saint  Gaudens, 
is  universally  acknowledged  as  the  artistic  gem  of  American  coinage.  The 
1 907  double  eagle  comes  in  quite  a  few  varieties;  Flat  edge  and  wire  edge, 
high  relief  and  lower  relief,  Roman  numerals  and  Arabic  numerals. 
Double  eagles  from  1907  to  1911  have  46  stars  on  the  obverse  and  48 
stars  from  1912  to  1933.  On  March  16,  1933  President  Roosevelt  ordered 
the  discontinuation  of  all  gold  coinage.  Although  445,500  double  eagles 
dated  1 933  w  ere  minted  they  were  never  officially  released  for  circulation 
and  supposedly  they  were  all  melted  down  into  bars.  Other  than  the  two 
in  the  Smithsonian,  it  is  now  known  that  at  least  1  1  other  1933  dated 
double  eagles  have  survived.  One  of  1  1  sold  at  auction  in  2002  for  the  sum 
of  $7,590,000.00.  The  other  10.  1933  double  eagles  were  seized  and  are 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  Federal  Government.  Their  fate  will  be  decided 
in  a  court  of  law.

Double  My  Money 


Back  in  the  late  1960s  I  owned  and  operated  a  small  coin  shop  on  the 
south  side  of  Tacoma,  Washington.  The  coin  market  wasn’t  anything 
like  we  see  today.  Not  only  did  I  buy  and  sell  coins  but  also  coin 
supplies,  both  on  a  retail  and  wholesale  basis.  1  had  the  shop  open 
Monday  thru  Wednesday,  closed  on  Thursday  and  Sunday  and  open 
again  on  Friday  and  Saturday.  Sunday  was  my  day  of  rest  and 
Thursday  was  the  day  1  delivered  coin  supplies  to  other  dealers  within 
a  50  to  60  mile  radius  of  my  shop.  On  one  particular  Thursday  1  had 
made  3  or  4  deliveries  locally  and  was  headed  north,  to  4  other  coin 
shops  in  the  Seattle  area,  to  drop  off  supplies  to  them.  From  there  I 
had  one  more  stop  further  north,  in  the  city  of  Everett,  Washington. 
This  one  was  out  of  my  way  but  I  would  make  the  trip  anyw  ay  as  a 
very  good  friend  of  mine  owned  and  operated  a  coin  shop  on  the 
south  side  of  the  city.  Not  only  did  these  trips  provide  me  with  a  little 
extra  income  but  also  gave  me  the  chance  to  look  over  everyone's 
inventory  and  maybe  pick  up  some  coins  for  my  own  inventory. 

I  arrived  at  ‘Jerry’s  Coin  Shop'  in  the  middle  of  the  afternoon.  I 
picked  up  the  box  of  supplies  that  1  had  brought  for  Jerry  and  headed 
into  his  shop.  Jerry  paid  me  for  the  supplies  and  then  we  kicked  back, 
each  with  a  cup  of  coffee,  and  exchanged  our  weekly  happenings.  It 
was  during  our  conversation  that  an  elderly  lady  entered  the  shop, 
struggling  to  carry  a  cigar  box..  Still  to  this  day  I  remember  the  brand 
name  on  that  cigar  box,  it  was  White  Owl.  She  carried  it  over  to  the 
counter  and  set  it  down.  Jerry  asked  if  he  could  help  her.  She  said." 
you  buy  coins,  right?” 

Jerry  said  he  sure  did  and  asked  her  what  she  had  to  sell.  She  flipped 
the  lid  open  on  the  cigar  box  to  reveal  one  heck  of  a  lot  of  buffalo 
nickels.  If  I  had  to  guess,  there  was  probably  close  to  1000  nickels  in 
that  cigar  box.  Anyway,  the  box  was  clear  full.  “Do  you  buy  Indian 
Head  Nickels?”  she  asked.  “If  so  how  much  w  ill  you  pay  for  them?" 
Jerry  told  her  that  he  would  pay  her  twelve  cents  apiece  for  them  as 
long  as  they  had  clear  readable  dates.  She  told  him  she  only  kept  the 
ones  that  she  could  read  the  whole  date  on. 

Jerry  then  asked  her  if  she  knew  how  many  she  had  in  the  cigar  box 
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She  told  him  she  didn’t  know.  He  then  told  her  that  was  fine  he 
w  ould  just  run  them  through  his  coin  counter.  She  then  asked,  “  what 
if  there  are  some  good  ones  in  there?"  Jerry  then  explained  to  her  that 
if  she  w  anted  to  search  through  them  and  pick  out  the  better  dates  he 
would  pay  her  a  fair  market  price  for  them.  She  told  him  she  didn’t 
know  which  ones  to  look  for.  Jerry  reached  behind  him,  to  a 
bookshelf  on  the  wall,  picked  up  a  Blue  Book  of  coin  values  and  told 
her  that  she  could  look  them  up  in  the  book  and  that  the  book  was 
S2.95  plus  sales  tax.  She  then  asked  him,  what  she  would  do  with  the 
book  after  she  was  done  w  ith  it,  would  he  give  her,  her  money  back? 
Jerry  told  her  no,  that  he  couldn't  do  that.  He  then  told  her  that  if  she 
wanted  to  leave  the  box  of  nickels  with  him  he  would,  in  his  spare 
time,  go  thru  them  to  see  if  there  were  any  better  dates  and  she  could 
return  in  a  couple  of  days  and  he  would  pay  her  for  them.  She  told 
him  her  old  eyes  weren’t  good  enough  for  her  to  go  thru  them  and 
that  she  would  just  sell  them  to  him  for  the  twelve  cents  apiece..  Jerry 
said.  ‘'Fine"  and  he  picked  up  the  cigar  box  and  took  it  over  and 
dumped  the  nickels  into  the  coin  counter. 

As  Jerry  began  cranking  the  handle  on  the  counter  I  asked  her  how 
she  had  managed  to  have  so  many  buffalo  nickels.  She  told  me,  that 
after  her  husband  had  come  home  from  the  war  in  Germany  they  had 
opened  a  small  restaurant  in  the  city.  At  the  end  of  everyday  she 
would  go  thru  the  change  in  the  cash  register  and  pick  out  any  Indian 
Head  nickels  that  had  complete  dates  on  them  and  throw  them  into 
the  cigar  box.  She  said  that  sometimes  the  customers  would  leave 
them,  for  her,  as  a  tip.  I  asked  her  if  she  ever  saw  V  nickels?  “Oh 
sure,"  she  said,  “but  I  never  kept  them  because  they  looked  like 
foreign  coins  to  me."  I  thought  to  myself,  I  wonder  how  many  1885 
or  1912  S  nickels  she  had  taken  to  the  bank. 

About  this  time  jerry  had  finished  counting  her  nickels  and  came  over 
and  paid  her  for  the  930  nickels  he  had  counted  back  into  the  old 
cigar  box.  She  thanked  him  and  turned  and  left  the  store.  About  this 
time  someone  else  came  into  the  shop  and  as  Jerry  went  to  wait  on 
them  I  opened  the  lid  on  the  cigar  box  and  reached  in  and  picked  up 
one  of  the  nickels.  Right  away  I  seen  that  it  was  a  very  high  grade.  1 
glanced  at  the  date  and  it  was  a  191 3.  I  turned  It  over  to  see  if  it  was 
a  type  I  or  2  and  if  it  had  a  mint  mark  on  it.  Right  away  I  recognized

It  was  a  type  2  and  it  had  an  S  mint  mark.  The  coin  looked,  to  me,  to 
be  in  about  uncirculated  condition.  This  was  one  very  nice  nickel  and 
I  wondered  how  many  other  treasures  might  be  in  that  cigar  box? 
Jerry  had  finished  helping  the  customer  and  as  he  walked  over  toward 
me  I  dropped  the  nickel  back  into  the  cigar  box  and  closed  the  lid.  As 
Jerry  approached  1  asked  how  much  he  wanted  for  the  box  of  nickels. 
He  thought  for  a  moment  and  told  me  he  really  didn’t  want  to  go 
through  930  nickels.  He  then  smiled  and  said  if  I  would  double  his 
money  that  I  could  have  them.  I  did  some  quick  figuring  in  my  head 
and  agreed  to  pay  his  price.  1  paid  him,  then  opened  the  box  and  took 
out  another  nickel.  This  one  was  as  nice  as  the  first  one  I  had  looked 
at  and  it  was  dated  1916  with  an  S  on  the  reverse. "Wow”’  1  said,  “ 
a  1916  S  as  nice  as  the  1913  S.”  Jerry  grabbed  the  nickel  out  of  my 
hand,  looked  at  it  and  said  “damn”  and  dropped  the  nickel  back  into 
the  cigar  box  and  shut  the  I  id. "How  much  do  you  want  for  the  box  of 
nickels”  he  asked?  1  smiled  and  said  “  double  my  money  and  they 
are  yours.”  He  counted  out  the  money  and  handed  it  to  me.  “Not  a 
bad  days  profit,”  I  said  and  we  both  laughed.  I  don't  know  what  other 
goodies  might  have  been  in  that  old  White  Owl  cigar  box  full  of 
nickels,  and  when  ever  I  saw  Jerry  and  asked  him  he'd  just  smile  and 
say,  “Double  My  Money.”
